—a HE yearly production of books 
and pamphlets in Denmark 
numbers about four thou- 
sand, of which one thousand 
| are belles-lettres. These books 
are sold not only in Denmark 
with its population of 3,000,000, but also 
in Norway with a population of 2,500,000. 
Formerly it was figured that one-fifth of 
the edition of a novel was sold to Norway, 
but this sale is rapidly declining owing to 
the strong movement for an independent 
Norwegian language; this is specially so 
with regard to children’s books, because 
teachers object to confusing the child with 
two languages. 

Scandinavians read much more than 
Americans do. If a “best-seller” is sold in 
Denmark in 40,000 copies, it is bought by 
one out of every seventy-five inhabitants, 
while a sale of 100,000 copies in U. S. 
means one to eleven hundred only. So big 
sales are attained mostly by very popular 
English and American novels in transla- 
tions; literary, or “high-brow” works, if 
successful, sell from 5,000 to 10,000 copies, 
but the average book of this type only from 
2,000 to 3,000 copies. 

_ There is a marked difference, not known 
in this country, between the popular “best- 





sellers’ and the books of real literary merit 
by foreign or Danish authors. ‘The popular 
novels sell at kroner 2.50-3.00 ($1.25-$1.50 
according to the purchasing power of the 
Danish krone, actually 60c-75c), while the 
high-brow stuff costs 6-7-8 kroner ($3- 
$3.50-$4) ; the practice of reprinting a work 
of the later type in a cheaper edition is 
practically unknown—at least, until it has 
become a classic—and enters a series of 
such. They ail come in paper covers, but 
the best can be had in leather bindings also; 
textbooks generally in cloth, children’s 
books both in paper covers and cloth. Pop- 
ular books and juveniles have a colored 
picture on the cover, while the better-class 
works generally have decorative ornaments 
and borders only. 

There are about thirty-five publishers in 
Denmark, but only some fifteen of them are 
of any importance. Far ahead of all the 
others stands Gyldendal, who has all the 
classics, most of the important non-fiction 
and a very great part of the living standard 
authors. It had until a few years ago 
branches in Oslo, London, Berlin and New 
York; the foreign branches are now taken 
over by some publisher of the respective 
countries, and the Oslo branch is an inde- 
pendent Norwegian firm, owned and con- 
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ducted by Norwegians. (At the same time 
the Copenhagen branch of the Norwegian 
publisher Ascheboug has been sold to a 
Danish firm). With the exception of 
Gyldendal and a few others, all the houses 
are typical “‘one-man” firms with one per- 
sonality dominating all the branches of the 
business. [here is a marked tendency to 
specialization (juveniles, college textbooks, 
religious literature, etc.). Only Gyldendal 
and two or three other houses have their 
own plants. 

There are about three hundred and sev- 
enty-five booksellers in Denmark, counting 
two or three department stores who have 
licenses as booksellers. Only these are al- 
lowed to sell books, with the following ex- 
ceptions: the books published by Gyldendal, 
who is not a member of the Publishers’ 
Association, are sold thru all channels 
known to the American trade; books of the 
reprint type—i.e., popular fiction not cost- 
ing more than 3 kroner (75c)—and juven- 
iles within the same price-limit can be sold 
by stationery-shops, railway book-stalls and 
in the country by what would here be 
termed drug-stores. 

With the exception of the 5 or 6 big- 
gest booksellers in Copenhagen these or- 
ganized booksellers always carry stationery 
and office-supplies, and very often also ob- 
jects of art, photographic material, wall- 
paper—in small towns and in the country, 
in fact, a very varied stock only distantly 
related to the booktrade. Only very few 
have a second-hand-books department; if so, 
they must take out license as second-hand 
booksellers, also. No bookseller can cut 
prices or mark down his books; a case like 
Macy’s would be unthinkable, altho Den- 
mark has a law not unlike the Sherman 
Act; the publishers can—and do—stop giv- 
ing discount to, i.e., trading with, anybody 
who cuts the prices, without interference of 
the law. The publishers only can mark 
down their books, but have agreed not to 
do so until five years after their publica- 
tion. 

The education of the booksellers has been 
organized only in Copenhagen. They start 
at the age of 14 or 16 with four years of 
apprenticeship, in three of which they go 
to school at the expense of the different 
publishers’ and booksellers’ organizations. 
The curriculum consists of literature, for- 
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eign languages, the tools of the trade, 
stationery, poster-design, with occasional 
visits to different plants and other instity. 
tions connected with the trade, and extra. 
curricular lectures by prominent men in the 
different fields of publishing and selling 
books. After this four-year apprenticeship 
they become salesmen, or “‘booksellers’ as- 
sistants” as they are termed. If later they 
want to become independent booksellers, 
they must apply to the Danske Boghandler- 
forening for acknowledgment as a book- 
seller entitled to discount on the publica- 
tions of its members, i.e., practically all the 
publishers with the exception of Gyldendal. 
This acknowledgment or license is now 
rarely given, as it seems to be the opinion of 
the publishers that Denmark has booksel- 
lers enough already. 

Before the spring and fall seasons the 
publishers’ salesmen travel all over the 
country and take advance orders on the new 
books; in Copenhagen the booksellers are 
constantly visited by the local salesmen. 
The publishers maintain very intensive 
retail advertising thru_ sales-letters and 
circulars, always accompanied by order- 
forms directed to the publishers for very 
big orders, otherwise to the Clearing 
House in Copenhagen. In_ between the 
two yearly visits of the salesmen, this 1s 
the only connecting link. The Publishers 
Weekly is not used as an advertising 
medium. In later years much _ has been 
done to enlist the cooperation of the book- 
sellers in the way of window-display ma- 
terial and other selling helps for special 
drives, often in collaboration with Engiish 
and American firms, in case the material 
used in the home country of a book can be 
utilized by the publisher of the translation. 

The books are billed as sold outright or 
on consignment, and by far the greatest 
volume of business is done on consignment. 
The discounts are 25% on textbooks, 30% 
on all other books, 35%-40% when larger 
orders are taken; a great bookstore can 
easily average 35% on all stock. For books 
on consignment the discounts are 5%-10% 
less, and they can be called back by the 
publisher at any time by announcement ! 
the trade-paper. All shipments are from 
Copenhagen. Gyldenhal formerly had 
branch offices in the most important cities: 
most of these have since been abandoned. 
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Almost all publishers have branch offices in 
Oslo where shipments to other Norwegian 
cities are handled. Big orders are shipped 
directly to their destination, others go thru 
the Clearing House. 

In January the booksellers must return 
all but one copy of each book sent on con- 
signment. The publishers issue a “return 
list” carrying all their current publications, 
which is filled out and remitted with the 
shipment; it also indicates how much they 
keep on consignment for the new year. 

Bills are paid four times a year, but on 
account of the consignment system and the 
resulting very elaborate inventory only the 
last payment covers the exact balance, the 
others being rather a sort of fixed advance 
to the publishers. 

Den danske Boghandlerforening (1837) 
is the publishers’ organization; members 
are, besides the publishers, the director of 
the Clearing House and the presidents of 
the two booksellers’ organizations. The 
members are ascribed from I to 10 votes 
according to the volume of their business, 
and the distribution of votes is revised every 
year. Members with more than one vote 
constitute the Publishers’ Council, which 
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acknowledges booksellers as entitled to 
discount, lays down the rules governing the 
trade and acts as the executive committee 
of the Boghandlerforening. It has a sub- 
committee attending to matters of bail and 
credit, maintains a Clearing House work- 
ing very much like the Dutch institution 
described by the English delegation, deter- 
mines the prices of foreign books, pub- 
lishes a weekly trade paper with bibliog- 
raphy, and, in collaboration with the book- 
sellers, runs the above-described school. 
The Boghandlerforening is beginning to do 
some co-operative publicity: it sponsored a 
great Exhibition of the Book some years 
ago and publishes a joint Christmas catalog. 

The booksellers are organized in two 
unions, one comprising Copenhagen, one the 
rest of the country. Thru their presidents 
as members of the Boghandlerforening they 
collaborate with the publishers and other- 
wise serve the common interests of the 
trade. The salesmen or “booksellers’ assist- 
ants” have an association, which maintains 
a library, gives scholarships for traveling, 
publishes books on different trade ques- 
tions, and also works as a club, offering lec- 
tures and various entertainments. 


Book Buyers Are Human Beings 


It’s Not Always Easy to Spot the Reader of Detective Stories 
The Junior Clerk Learns To Tell Them The First Half.

bet!” answered the Old Bookseller. “Have 
you ever stopped to think what it would 
mean to this business of ours if we sold two 
books to every one who came in and asked 
for one book?” 

“It would double the business, almost, 
wouldn’t it?” returned the Junior Clerk. 

“Well, maybe not that, because a great 
many patrons do buy more than one book 
at a time as it is,” answered the Old Book- 
seller. “But it would be a tremendous 
stimulation of the book business. When I 
get time to get on the floor, I always play 
that game with myself, and when I win, I 
give myself a detective story as a reward! 
I note the number of books I am asked for 
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and the number sold and divide by the cus- 
tomers ... if I equal two books where 
One was expected to be bought, I win. If 
not, I lose!” 

“But that’s an impossible thing! A man 
wants a dictionary .... no salesman in 
the world can sell him two dictionaries!” 

“Why, of course he can.” The Old 
Bookseller looked up in surprise at the 
Junior Clerk. ‘““The dictionary buyer is 
good meat for the good salesman. People 
who buy reference books never have enough. 
People who buy detective stories seldom 
have enough. The hardest customer to sell 
two books to is the buyer of a book of 
poetry . .. some one certain author. I 
might not be able to sell the dictionary 
patron another dictionary, but I would 
never let him escape until I had tried to 
interest him in a thesaurus, a rhyming dic- 
tionary, forty thousand quotations, Crabb’s 
indispensable volumes, and so on. 

“Yesterday a gentleman came in carry- 
ing a suit case. Like your grey haired 
woman customer, he didn’t look like a de- 
tective story shark, but that’s a passion 
which has nothing to do with appearances, 
education, or previous condition of book 
learning! I got him down a few of the 
latest. He made up his mind swiftly and 
held his purchase out to me. 

“*That’s a good yarn, I’m told,’ I said 
to him. ‘But read this paragraph!’ I 
‘handed him another book. As he read it, 
I watched his eyes. He read like lightning. 
So I suggested, “You read so rapidly, the 
book you have chosen won’t take you over 
an hour or so... will that kill all the 
long hours on the train?’ 

“ ‘So it won’t,’ he answered, and bought 
two more. All because I imagined that a 
detective story and grip meant a journey 
to be dreaded and that a second or third 
book could easily be disposed of. Also, for 
some mysterious reason, fast readers are al- 
ways proud of it! 

“Your lady customer may be an unusual 
type. Of course, she may have been buying 
for a husband or a son; but the chances are 
that if she selected the book from several, 
rather than taking your word about 
what it was she was buying for her own 
amusement. Now a woman who really 
likes crime yarns is much rarer than a man 
who likes sentimental poetry. If you had 
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but shown her all you had instead of three 
and had been able to tell her the first halj 
of the few plots, I’ll bet you could...” 

“Why only the first half?” interrupted 
the Junior Salesman. 

“All the fun in a mystery story is seeing 
if you can beat the author and find out who 
committed the gory crime or stole the his- 
toric diamonds, before the teller of the tale 
is ready to have you do so. A bookseller 
who tells the solution of a mystery story to 
a prospective customer is a moron, net! But 
if you can say ‘in this story a newspaper 
man comes on the headless body of a ring- 
tailed giraffe lying in his bed,’ or ‘in this 
book a beautiful woman commits suicide by 
swallowing liquid plaster of paris and the 
detectives can’t find out why until the last 
page, you have said enough to interest al- 
most any mystery lover. 

“There are as many kinds of people who 
buy books as there are kinds of books people 
buy. Never forget that, my son. The man 
who buys one book out of one class is a 
prospect for other books in the same class. 
The chap who buys “The Story of Philos- 
ophy’ can be interested,- perhaps, in any one 
of a dozen standard volumes on philosophy. 
I had to get hold of half a dozen second¢- 
hand copies of Herbert Spencer’s ‘First 
Principles’ to supply a library, shortly after 
the ‘Story’ came out. The man who wants 
a book on gardening is ready and ripe to 
buy one on roses or cabbages or worms or 
grubs or whatever his particular garden 
passions are. If you don’t know, find out. 
Know the classes, at least, even if you cant 
know the individual books. Don’t try to 
sell a book on religion to the woman who 
wants a book on Mah Jong, and don’t think 
you are acting as a salesman if you offer 
‘John Silence’ to the professed Christian 
Scientists. Find out what interests them, 
then have at your tongue’s end a whole 
lot of interesting things to tell about other 
books along the same line. You won't al- 
ways make a sale. People do not always 
have the money. They may not have the 
time to read more than one book in a wee 
or a month. But drop your seed! Book 
buyers are human beings. They can be 
sold. The same merchandising methods 


which make the five and ten cent store 
possible, apply to the book buyer. Five and 
ten cent stores thrive because their met 
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chandise is so suggestively displayed, that 
che average buyer of a ten cent article 
fnds half a dozen more at the same price 
and buys them on the same trip. If the 
bookseller is bright, he will see to it that 
his information and his conversation spread 
interest before the buyer of books. He is 
certain to reap an increased harvest of sales 
among a certain proportion of 
customers, and he can never tell 
when what he says today will 
result in a sale tomorrow.” 

“You seem to regard books 
just as so much material to be 
sold by the pound or the quan- 
tity,’ protested the Junior 
Clerk. 

“Indeed I do... from the 
standpoint of keeping a book 
store!” retorted the Old Book- 
seller. ‘“A book is more than merchan- 
dise to the purchaser. It is instruc- 
tion or comfort, peace or excitement, travel 
or adventure, love or mystery, amusement 
or labor, according to the man and the vol- 
ume. But I sell books. I make a living 
disposing of books. The more books I sell 
the more profit I make. ‘The more I please 
customers, the more books I sell. The 
more I know of what I sell, the more I 
can please my customers. It’s a perfectly 
simple sum in common arithmetic. 

“The reason some booksellers have such 
a hard time getting anywhere, is that they 
have entirely too highbrow an idea of their 
business. Now it is perfectly true that the 
average customer of a bookstore is of a 
higher mental ability than the average cus- 
tomer, let me say, of a ten cent store or a 
shoe store. We get the intellectual cream 
skimmed off the body politic. But intellec- 
tual people are just as much, if not more, 
human beings than any other kind and type. 
They can be sold by the same methods that 
morons are sold trick jewelry . . . by dis- 
play. Display doesn’t mean just a pile of 
books. Your real book lover doesn’t pay any 
more attention to a thousand copies of a 
book in a pile than to just one copy. In 
tact, a too great display of a book may kill 
interest in it in some minds, which argue 
if it takes all that to sell it, it isn’t, prob- 
ably, worth while.’ Display in a book- 
store ought to mean knowledge on the part 
of the salesman as to what kinds of people 
buy what kinds of books, and per contra, 
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what kind of books can be sold to what 
kind of people. It means suggestion. 

“Let me illustrate. In a _ restaurant 
down the street is a sign reading ‘country 
sausage and hatter cakes, fifty cents.’ In 
another restaurant not far away is a sign 
which reads ‘Ever eat real home made 
country sausage, with wheat cakes and real 
maple syrup on a frosty morn- 
ing? M-m-m-m! Treat your- 
self . . . it only costs half a 
dollar!’ 

“The one is a plain announce- 
ment. ‘The fellow who: wants 
sausage and cakes will get them. 
The chap who doesn’t know 
what he wants, won’t think of 
them. But the second sign cre- 
ates a picture and desire in the 
mind of the passerby. It sug- 
gests. It brings back a memory. It intrigues. 

““A sign on a pile of books which reads 
“Mystery Story, By Hidem Seekem, $2.00’ 
will interest the chap who is consciously 
looking for a mystery story. But it won’t 
even make a dent in the mind of the man 
who is’nt, perhaps, an inveterate reader of 
crime yarns, who has merely dropped 
in to find something with which to spend 
an evening. But if you will have a sign 
over a pile of Hidem Seekem’s yarns which 
reads ‘Who dipped Gordon’s cat half way 
into a pail of white wash? How could 
Lady Marcy’s diamond necklace find its 
way into a growing watermelon? Hidem 
Seekem keeps you guessing all evening and 
won’t let you go to bed until you finish 
“The Whosis Tangle”’ you have said 
something to create a desire to buy the book 
and find out. 

“Filling orders is an easy job. Selling 
people the books they know they want is 
simple. Creating a desire in the desireless 
mind, for a book the mind never thought 
of, is the salesman’s job.” 

“You've sold me, all right!” answered 
the Junior Clerk, “Where is that Whosis 
Tangle you speak of ?” 

“‘T’'ll have to write it for you, I just made 
that up. But here is a real mystery story 
me. AS 

“Oh, forget it! I got to go study up on 
crime yarns so I can tell ’em the first half!” 
grumbled the Junior Clerk as he left the 
Old Bookseller to wait on a newly arrived 
customer.

The Literary Guild 
HE new booktrade problems intro- 
duced by the Literary Guild have re- 
ceived, we hope, a thoro representa- 
tion in the text of the Publishers’ Weekly, 
both pro and con. ‘Their direct consumer 
advertising and canvass will shortly begin. 
Some publishers have consented to present 
manuscripts for the purpose, altho their 
names are not mentioned, and their opinions 
cannot be put into print. The Booksellers’ 
Association, represented by its Board of 
Trade, has recommended that its members 
do not undertake to act as agents, but some 
booksellers, acting for themselves, have de- 
cided to cooperate. 

The Publishers Weekly has seen no 
reason to change its first stated belief that 
such a program is a set-back to American 
bookselling. To compare this situation 
with that in another field, let us suppose 
that the producers of a new film, who 
usually get their important income from 
the first release houses where the film is 
shown at about a 75c. rate, should con- 
sider making simultaneous release in every 
city on the subscription plan. At the Grand 
Theater, then, “The Vanishing American” 
will be released on March Ist at 75c. a 
seat, while at the Peoples’ Theater in the 
same town it will be released at 35c. on the 
same day with the proviso that those who 
go must subscribe to 12 monthly perform- 
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ances in order to obtain this price. The 
Peoples’ Theater would explain that they 
were not lowering the price of the first re. 
lease house, because no one could come a 
all unless they subscribed for the whole 
year. 

Again, the book publisher is in the sity. 
ation of undertaking to do the publicity 
and have the general responsibility of book 
selection for his year’s group of books and 
then to agree that his best book of the sea. 
son will be sold at half price thru another 
agency, being persuaded that, by using both 
methods, there is to be no overlapping of 
sales area. 

The bookseller will be in the position 
of explaining to his customers why 2 
Literary Guild edition of a new novel, let 
us say, 40,000, can be sold at $1.50 while 
the trade edition he handles, which may 
happen to have gone to an advance print- 
ing of 75,000, has to be sold at $2.50. It 
might seem to the customer that, if that was 
the only difference in the two processes, all 
books hereafter had better be published on 
the monthly basis. Publishers and _book- 
sellers will have a great deal to do in the 
next few months to explain why the pub- 
lishers who cooperate are playing favorites 
with part of their public.

in permitting the University to enter 

into the selling of books and other 
merchandise in competition with private 
business may have its general effect thruout 
the country, altho in most colleges the situ- 
ation in regard to the providing of books 
has been carefully studied, and decisions 
reached as to the best methods. 


The problem would be much more 
clearly understood if colleges as a whole 
would study the costkeeping of their 
arrangements more carefully. Housing 
room allowed for store purposes is space 
taken away from other educational work; 
the expense of buying, selection and hand- 
ling, and all things should be carefully con- 
sidered, and the bookkeeping be so ar- 
ranged that the trustees have a clear con- 
ception of just how much it costs to do 
the business involved. In some cases, after 
this study has been made, it has been found 
that the cheapest method was to allow the 
bookstore to handle the books. 


University students always have recourse 
to some free copies at the library, often 
there are extra copies of books in great de- 
mand and some find they can do better 
work by owning their own personal copies, 
which they can buy at the bookstore and 
continue to own after the course is over. 
No one who knows the discounts on text- 
books is likely to believe that bookstores are 
given any highly profitable privilege in be- 
ing encouraged to handle this business, and 
those who study carefully the relative cost 
of private management and _ institutional 
management will not be likely to think that 
there can be very large savings made by in- 
stitutional ownership unless they be made 
at the expense of some other college 
functions.

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Second Class Postal Rates 


N January 11th, the Senate Commit- 
tee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
acted favorably on the McKellar 

recommendation for a reduction in the rates 
on Second Class matter. It also acted favor- 
ably on four of the five postal bills passed 
last month by the House withholding their 
decision on the bill revising the special han- 
dling charges. 

The proposed rates on the Second Class 
matter (newspapers and periodicals) would 
be the rates which went into effect on July 
I, 1919, after the second of the war in- 
creases. As compared to present rates these 
are:

The proposal also provides for a news- 
paper bundle rate in cases where the only 
service performed by the Post Office is that 
of transportation. 

The McKellar amendment provides for 
bundle rates as follows: 

First, Second and Third Zones, 50 cents 
per 100 pounds; Fourth Zone, 75 cents; 
Fifth Zone, $1; Sixth Zone, $1.50; Seventh 
Zone, $2; Eighth Zone, $2.50. Bundles 
for delivery in the First, Second and Third 
Zones weighing less than two pounds shall 
pay 1 cent; for delivery in the First and 
Second Zones weighing less than five 
pounds, but more than two pounds, shall 
pay 3 cents, and all bundles weighing more 
than five pounds shall pay on the pro rata 
of the 100-pound rate. 

The Senate Committee is also about to 
present its recommendations on the rates 
for Third and Fourth Class matter.

VERY once in a while we are treated 
to a homily on the advantages of be- 
ing careful and saving the string and 

paper that is used for wrapping any pack- 
ages which we may receive. ‘The infer- 
ence usually drawn is that the paper and 
string have an economic value, while the 
value lies in the cultivation of the thrift 
habit. Because this is pretty generally mis- 
understood, the average businessman ap- 
proaches the problem from the “making” 
angle, and endeavors to earn enough to 
cover his many expenses. Were some of 
the “slow leaks’ stopped, less energy might 
be spent on the job; there would be a lower 
gross, but a greater net profit; the saved 
energy could be put into other things. 
Spending money is “lots of fun” but not 
good business; it is oftentimes possible to 
purchase the same articles or service at a 
lower cost. In the booktrade, one of the 
teaks is due to the cost of getting books 
from the New York publishers. Carriage 
charges are high, and, in many instances 
from one to five per cent and sometimes 
more has been added to the cost of the 
books by the time that they are placed on 
the shelves. The bookseller, therefore, 
loses from one to five dollars out of every 
possible one hundred dollars profit. If that 
amount can be lowered, he is able to make 
a larger net profit. If the saving is re- 
invested in advertising, or more stock, the 
money has a chance to go to work again, 
this time for the bookseller and not the 
express company, railroad, or post office. 
Careful study over the period of the last 
six months has convinced us that there are 
many ways in which the bookseller may 
save part of his carriage charges. The 
following table is the first of a series which 
will appear in the Publishers’ Weekly from 
time to time. The cities will be chosen at 
random. ‘The rates are exactly the same 
to all cities that are equally distant from 
New York. The saving varies slightly in 


proportion to the distance from that point, 
but it is always worth while.

Some au- 
tumn books have been held over until this 
year, and they will form the first group 
of the 1927 publications. ‘The probability 
is that book publishing will get going very 
early in 1927, and we hear of a number of 
important biographies, novels, and books in 
general which will appear before the spring 
is far advanced.

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The College and Its Bookstore 


T the Ohio State University, Colum. 
bus, there has been a controversy be- 
tween the trustees of the University and the 
bookstore of F. C. Long, which brings up 
the whole question of how best to distribute 
books to students. 

With the idea of finding a way to save 
money for the students, the trustees of this 
University took over the business of the 
Ohio State University Cooperative Supply 
Company, and has undertaken to furnish 
schoolbooks and supplies to the student 
body without profit. Mr. Long obtained an 
injunction in the courts on the ground that 
this was exceeding the rights of the Uni- 
versity in entering into the field of private 
business. In the decision handed down on 
December 18th the trial judge found in 
favor of the trustees and the injunction was 
withdrawn. 

The plaintiffs contended that the opera- 
tion of this store violated the constitution, 
in that the merchandise was being purchased 
on state’s credit. The judge declared that 
the University’s method of operation 
being that of a rotary fund and self- 
sustaining in its nature and being wholly 
conducted for the benefit of the stu- 
dents of the University, it was assisting 
them in securing an education, and the 
court held the opinion that the constitution 
was not, therefore, violated. The plain- 
tiffs also contended that the state had no 
power to appropriate money in order to 
furnish students with merchandise at a 
lower cost than that at which they might 
be purchased from private merchants. The 
judge decided that, if the state has a right 
to furnish the student body with merchan- 
dise at all, it certainly has the right to de- 
termine the price at which the same may 
be sold to the student body. The opinion 
of the court was that the state had this 
right and the trustees were well within 
their rights in rendering this service to the 
students.

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I Wish I Had More Time To Read

ND YET, most of us are spendthrift 
readers. Owing to faulty reading 
habits, we waste from ten to thirty 

minutes of each hour of reading. Most 
adults read far more slowly than they are 
capable of reading. A study of a random 
group of twenty 
adults, when read- 
ing silently to them- 
selves at their or- 
dinary rates, showed 
that their reading 
speeds varied all the 
way from 2.5 to 9.8 
words per second. 
Theodore Roosevelt 
managed to be aston- 
ishingly well-read 
even during his busi- 
est period in the 
White H ouse be- 
cause he knew how 
to read. A slow 
reader can teach 
himself to read more 
rapidly without loss 
of effectiveness of 
understanding of the 
content read or in 
the flavor of the au- 
thor’s style. Experi- 
mental evidence does 
not bear out the tra- 
ditional belief under 
which most of us were brought up that 
slow readers make up for their slowness by 
more thoro comprehension. 

Here are some simple rules educators 
recommend to busy people to increase their 
speed of reading: 

1. Force yourself to read more rapidly 
than feels comfortable. This is the most 
important rule of all. You will be bothered 
at first by not grasping the matter you are 
reading as well as is your wont. Disregard

effective reading says, ‘I have considerably 
increased my own speed in reading by wak- 
ing up to the fact that my rate was unneces- 
sarily slow and then persistently reading 
as fast as possible with well-concentrated 
attention, taking care 
to stop short of 
fatigue until the 
new pace was some- 
what established.” 

2. Make as few 
stops or eye-‘‘fixa- 
tions” in each line 
as possible. In read- 
ing, the eye moves 
not continuously, but 
by jerks and pauses. 
“The eyes take rapid 
glimpses or snapshots 
of successive portions 
of a line of print 
and then pieces them 
together in obtain- 
ing the meaning. 
You do not read 
while your eye 
moves but when it 
stops. Do not read 
by syllables or even 
by words, but by 
groups of words, 
phrases, and sen- 
tences. Thus a poor 
reader who averaged 15.5 eye-pauses OF 
“fixations” per line of a given length de- 
creased the number to 6.1 by a twenty- 
minute practice period each day for twenty 
days. Can you read a newspaper line with 
only three fixations? Do not fixate on the 
first word in a line but somewhere inside 
the beginning of the line; likewise make 
your last eye-pause in the line somewhere 
short of the end of the last word. Exper" 
ment with the most effective way to “hit 
the lines of each type af subject matter 
you read. 
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3. Do not allow the eye to break its for- 
ward sweep by wandering back in regres- 
sive movements to pick up something you 
have missed. You will have to guard 
especially against this at the outset when 
you are forcing yourself to read more 
rapidly. ‘The most common cause of re- 
gression is a faulty hitting of the line when 
the eye sweeps back from the end of the 
preceding line. 

4. Establish a regular rhythm of eye- 
movements adapted to the length of line 
and subject matter of each book you read. 
Feel yourself swing into each line with this 
rhythm. As Professor Buswell of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has pointed out, “In the 
eye-movement record of a mature reader it 
will be seen that the eye progresses across 
the lines with a rhythmic swing, making 
approximately the same number of fixations 
per line, with few or no backward move- 
ments. In contrast with this, the immature 
reader moves forward a few fixations, then 
backward to refixate upon some word 
which was not clearly recognized, then for- 
ward, and soon back again in the reverse 
direction.” 


5. Do not pronounce the words as you 
read or even allow your lips to move 
silently, as this slows up reading. 


6. Test yourself by reading for fifteen 
minutes in some standard book like Bryce’s 
“American Commonwealth” and then count 
the number of lines read. Repeat this test 
once a fortnight for two months and note 
your substantial progress. 


7. Discriminate among types of reading. 
Cultivate the knack of shifting gears 
according to the grade of the reading in 
your hand at the moment. Unless you are 
an unusual person you can afford to speed 
up your reading of all types of subject 
matter. But learn to read your newspaper 
or a popular magazine or a detective novel 
even more rapidly than you are able to read 
a history or a volume of scientific subject. 
In reading solid non-fiction it is usually 
worth while to skim the book quickly first 
to get the general drift of its content, and 
then go back and read it somewhat more 
carefully, 

8. And, finally, have some flexibility and 
sense of humor about all this business. 
Don’t go dancing off with the idea that 
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nothing is worth rolling under one’s liter- 
ary tongue, or that we counsel dashing thru 
the “Ode on a Grecian Urn.”

Obituary Notes 


MRS. WALDO RICHARDS 


Mrs. WALpo RICHARDS, widely known 
as reader and interpreter of poetry and as 
the founder of the Magic Carpet Book 
Room at 7 East 54th Street in New York 
City, died on January 7th at the home of 
her sister, Mrs. Calvin Austin in Boston. 
Born in Gardener, Maine, she received her 
education in public schools and under pri- 
vate tutors. In 1881 she married Charles 
Waldo Richards of Chicago, Ill. She early 
developed an interest in poetry that was en- 
couraged by Longfellow, Eugene Field and 
Holmes until she gained quite a reputation 
for her reading of poetry largely before 
drawing room audiences in this country and 
before royalty in Europe. As part of her 
bookshop program she planned many read- 
ings at which prominent poets appeared. 
Mrs. Richards was the compiler of several 
anthologies of American and British poets, 
among them, “High Tide, Songs of Joy and 
Vision from the Present-Day Poets of 
America and Great Britain,” 1916; ““The 
Melody of Earth,” 1918; “Star Points,” 
1921, and ““The Magic Carpet, Poems for 
Travelers,” 1924. 


FRANK L. STANTON 


Frank L. STANTON, poet laureate of 
Georgia, died in his home in Atlanta, on 
January 7, at the age of 70. He had not 
been very well for several years, but his 
column in the Atlanta Constitution ap- 
peared regularly except on two or three 
occasions. Mr. Stanton’s best-known works 
are “Mighty Lak A Rose,” “Just a 
Wearyin’ for You,” (both set to music and 
distributed thruout the world) and “L’il 
Feller.” His first book of poems appeared 
in 1892 under the title of “‘Songs of the 
Soil.” Others included “(Comes One with 
a Song,” ‘Songs from Dixie,” “Up from 
Georgia,” and “Little Folks Down South.” 


NATHAN GALLIZIER 


NATHAN GALLIZIER, author of histori- 
cal novels, died at his home in Cincinnati, 
January 11th, at the age of sixty-one. He 
was born in Ludwigsburg, Germany, and 
came to the United States in 1882. 
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He was the author of “Castel Del 
Monte,” 1905; “The Sorceress of Rome.”

CURRENT RARE BOOK NOTES 
Frederick M. Hopkins 





HE first book sale of the year at the 
Anderson Galleries was held on Janu- 
ary 4, when Americana from various col- 
lections, comprising 310 lots, sold for 


$2,590.25. The consignments included 
books relating to the Early West, Cali- 
fornia land claims, narratives of pioneers 
and adventures in the gold regions. A copy 
of George Bishope’s “New England Judg- 
ed,’ small 4to, London, 1661, brought $75; 
Alexander Mackenzie’s ‘Voyages from 
Montreal, on the River St. Lawrence, thru 
the Continent of North America, to the 
Frozen and Pacific Oceans, in the Years 
1789 and 1793,” London, 1801, $60; and 
Herman Melville’s “Mardi,” 2 vols., New 
York, 1849, first edition, $30. 


HE collection of autograph letters, 
documents and manuscripts of the late 
John H. Gundlach, of St. Louis, was sold 


at the American Art Galleries January 6 
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and 7, bringing $45,458. The original 
manuscript of a nine-line unpublished poem 
by Edgar Allan Poe brought $1,850. An 
important manuscript of a thousand words 
‘1 which Walt Whitman discussed “Edgar 
Poe’s Significance” sold for $900. The 
famous letter from Pope Gregory XIII to 
the French King Charles 1X, congratulat- 
ing him on his escape from death at the 
time of the Massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
fetched $660; an autograph copy of a sur- 
vey by Thomas Jefferson, $625; an auto- 
sraph survey by George Washington at the 
age of eighteen, $400; a letter by Martha 
Washington regarding housekeeping at 
Mount Vernon, $450; and a fiftieth anni- 
versary proclamation by Woodrow Wilson, 
on April 13, 1915, on Lincoln’s death, 
$400. 


\7O 2 of “The Book Lovers’ Miscellany,” 
*™ being a catalog of “A Collection of 
Books, some very rare: Arranged Chrono- 
logically Under Date of Publication from 
the Nuremberg Chronicle, 1493, to The 
Georgian Press, 1926” issued by the rare 
book department of E. P. Dutton & Co., 
of this city, is an octavo of 88 pages, listing 
499 lots. The rarer lots include a fine 
copy of the Fourth Folio of Shakespeare; 
The Sporting Magazine, 156 vols., Lon- 
don, 1792-1876; an extraordinary and ab- 
solutely complete set of The Scourge, the 
rarest of all books illustrated by George 
Cruikshank; a set of Pickering’s Aldine 
Poets, 52 vols., all first issues in the original 
cloth bindings with clean, perfect labels; 
and Walton and Cotton’s “Complete 
Angler,” 2 vols., London, 1836, the Picker- 
ing edition, extended to 20 vols. by extra 
illustrated material, bound in full niger 
morocco. The illustrations contain original 
water colors and pen and ink drawings and 
autograph letters. 


"THE current catalog of rare books issued 

by E. P. Dutton & Co., “‘First Editions 
of the Works of Charles Dickens and Dick- 
ensiana” is of interest to all collectors of 
this famous author. The star item is the 
Coggeshall copy of “Pickwick Papers” 
listed at $11,000. ‘This superb first issue 
of the first edition of “Pickwick” is crisp 
and fresh thruout. All the wrappers are of 
Original first issues, and the plates are 
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bright and entirely free from foxing. It 
contains the four scarce addresses; the set 
of 48 additional plates, comprising the Sey- 
mour and Phiz duplicates and the unused 
plate by Buss; the wrapper of No. 1 of 
Library of Fiction, containing the very 
scarce preliminary notice of Pickwick 
written by Dickens and outlining the sub- 
stance of the great novel. In addition this 
copy contains a page of the original manu- 
script and a photostat of the few known 
pages of manuscript in the British Museum. 


"THE Bibliographical Society of London 

has ready for publication “A Short-title 
Catalogue of Books printed in England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, and of English 
Books printed Abroad, 1475-1640,” com- 
piled by A. W. Pollard and G. R. Red- 
grave, assisted by other members of the 
society. This work will contain entries of 
over 26,000 different books in their various 
editions, each of which is numbered and ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order of author’s 
name or heading as in the British Museum 
Catalog, but with some modifications which 
make for greater clarity; and a chronologi- 
cal order of editions. Each item contains 
the abridged title in original spelling; men- 
tion of translators, editors, etc., if neces- 
sary; reference to the entry of the book in 
the Stationers’ Register, when known; size; 
printers’ and publishers’ names; known or 
approximate date; and a list of libraries 
that possess a copy. The catalog is not a 
list of books known or believed to have been 
produced, but a register of books of which 
copies have been traced in stated libraries 
and collections. About 150 libraries and 
owners of books are registered. By the use 
of this volume research will be greatly 
facilitated and many other works rendered 
unnecessary. 


HE “Bibliography of the Works of 

Rudyard Kipling,” by Mrs. Flora V. 
Livingston, published by the Harvard Uni- 
versity Press in conjunction with Edgar 
H. Wells & Co., Inc., booksellers of this 
city, is expected to be ready for delivery 
this month. Mrs. Livingston, as librarian 
of the Harry Elkins Widener Collection in 
Harvard College Library has had the time 
and faciliities to make as perfect a piece of 
work of its kind as we often get. It con- 
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tains 500 items, including Indian, English, 
American, Canadian, and Continental edi- 
tions, copyright pamphlets, separately 
printed stories and poems and pirated edi- 
tions. All these have passed thru the au- 
thor’s hands for collation and comparison 
of texts. The descriptive material for each 
collected volume includes notations of the 
first appearance of each item in it, whether 
story, poem, article, or speech. All 
these details are given increased accessi- 
bility by means of the chronological list and 
the index, both of which are so complete 
as to be almost bibliographies in themselves. 
Full-sized facsimiles of the rarest books are 
provided, among them the correct covers 
of the Indian Railway Library which were 
retouched or reengraved so often. The 
correct back covers, which are as necessary 
as the front, are also given. “The work has 
been printed by the Harvard University 
Press, under the direction of Bruce Rogers, 
in two editions, one for the regular trade, 
and a special edition, printed on all-rag 
paper and autographed by the author, in an 
edition of 55 copies, only 50 of which are 
for sale. Kipling collectors will be glad 
to get this much needed bibliography. 


HE important spring announcement of 

the Nonesuch Press is Dante’s “Divine 
Comedy” in Italian and English, with 
forty-four double page reproductions of the 
illustrations by Botticelli. The English is 
the translation of Cary and there will be 
950 sets bound in full velum. The Ameri- 
can representative of the Nonesuch Press is 
now the Modern Library, Inc., at 45th 
Street. 


HATTO & WINDUS are issuing a 

selection of “Essays” by Aldous Huxley 
which will be limited to six hundred copies, 
each numbered and signed by the author. 
The size will be quarto and Florence type 
will be used. 


HE first five copies of Colonel Law- 

rence’s book, “The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom,” were printed on a newspaper 
press for the author’s own personal use. A 
second edition has now been printed and is 
limited to one hundred copies; these on 
hand-made paper and containing illustra- 
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tions in color and in black and white. This 
spring an abridgment of this is to be pub- 
lished, entitled “Revolt in the Desert.” 
This is also to be illustrated, with a de luxe 
edition on hand-made paper with ten or 
eleven plates in full color.
